Drtxow, June 5.—The painfally-minute cross- 
examination Of witnesses which has marked the 
case thus far was resumed this morning. Dr. 
George W. Hewitt, who aided at the post-mortem, 
was put upon the stand, and testified that the 


‘stomach, with its contents, was removed from Mrs. 


MeGhee's body, and that these remained in his 
possession and were not out of his sight until de- 
livered to Coroner Wilcox. The sole object of this 
testimony was to establish beyond perad- 
venture that the stomach and its con- 
tents handed to the Coroner, and dy the 
latter transferred to Prof. Haines and 
by him analyzed and found to contain strychnine, 
was that of Mrs. McGhee. His testimony made 
that point clear enough. But none the less was he 
subjected to the same tedious, long-drawn-out 
cross-examination directed to making out that by 
some means somebody might have put, poison in 
the woman's stomach after her death. The testi- 
mony of Prof. Haines as to the finding of twice as 
much strychnine in the tiseues of the stomach as 
was found contained im the stomach proved indis- 
putably that tae poison had been taken by tae 
woman 
IN HER LIFETIME, 
and absorbed into the circulation. He wae ques- 
tioned with the utmost particularity as to all the 
circumstances, the result of which was to show that 
the stomach and its contents were carefully sealed 
upinaclean bottle before being handed to the 
Coroner, so that there would have been no tamper- 
ing with either the bottle or its contents. The 
only point made by the cross-examination was to 
elicit from him that gangrene was found in tbe 
lower small bowel. It being manifest that this 
would leave the case open to the argument that 
Mre. MeGhee’s death 
MIGHT HAVE BEEN CAUSED BY THE GANGRENE 
instead of by strychnine, Mr. Barge for the prose- 
cution upon re-examination asked Ur. Hewitt to 
state what was the cause of Mra. McGhee's death. 
After some sparring between counsel, the question 
was exclu on the ground that it should have 
been asked on the direct examination. So the 
witness left the stand, and there was a- yet no tes- 
timony in the case that the death of Mrs. McGhee 
was caused by strychnine, Prof. Haines having 
been careful to give his opinion of the death 
** chemically speaking. 
A LEECH. 

The next witness called was William J. Leech, a 
druggist at Ashton, whe testified he served his ap- 
* in London. He was asked whether 

d known Mre. Samantha McGhee. He had. 
Was she dead! He delieved she was dead. Objec- 
tion was made; and, illustrating the obtuseness 
which characterizes people in the witness-box, be 
answered, I believe she is dead, because I eaw 
her after she was dend, aud he proceeded to nar- 
rate that he saw the post-mortem made. 
Leech testified-that some time before February 
he bad a conversation at his drug-store with Me- 
Ghee about poisons, —about the action of strych- 
nine. He did not remember much of the conver- 
sation, except that McGhee asked how much it 
would take to kiliarat. Witness said that would 
be a minute quantity. 

pe the 10th of February last Leech testified he

FIVE CENTS’ WORTH 

(three grains) of strychnine to McGhee. He did 
not pay for it, and it was charged against him on 
the shop-book, which was exhibited in court. On 
the 26th of February [Note—Mrs. McGhee died on 
the night following that day] he sold MeVhee three 
grains of strychnine, —five cents’ worth, —for which 
McGhee paid. Leech produced the preseription 
tags on which at the time he had made memoran- 
dum of the sales. At the time of the first pur- 
chase McGhee said be wanted the strychnine for 
rats and mice which troubled him very much. 
That was on the 16th of last February. On 
the 260th of February, the time of the last 
pure he said he hadn't been 
to get rid of the rats and mice, 
and must get a little more atrychnine. The 
strychnigde sold him was in crystals. It was put 
up in a small paper, marked 
‘* sTRYCHNIN E—POISON,”’ 
and that was inclosed in asmail envelope also 
marked, ‘* Strychnine—poison.”’ It was so put up 
both times. Leech testified he sold McGhee no 
poison at any other time. Once when he was com- 
plaining of the rate and mice, witness gave him 
(McGhee) & very small quantity of strychnine. 
That was in last — Witness was not al- 
together clear in his recollection about it. That 
was his impression. 

Leech farther testified: Had a conversation with 
Dr. Brown on the evening of the 20th of February. 
told um Rilla Paddock had been round to tne 
store, and said Mra. MoGbee had those spells again. 
I thought right away of the strychnine, and told 
the Doctor to be on his guard. That conversation 
with McGhee about poison I had in last Decem- 
ber. Inever thought of it until after Mrs. Me- 
Ghee's death. 

MRS. CAROLINE NETTLETON, 
a very stout old lady with a very red face beaming 
all over with good-natared garrulity, was next 
called to the stand.

New Tonk, June 5.—Pending the trial of Peter 
B. Sweeney, it is understood that the negotiations 
for settlement have not ceased, and the Ties is

— Tue /ourngl of to- 
morrow will ccutain a very full and elaborate re- 
port of the tornado at Mount Carmel on Tuesday. 
It was one of the most frightful on record. , 

The storm came from the west, and followed 
Fourth street through the whole length, totally 
demolishing every building on both sides, or ren- 
dering it untenable, extending abont half the 
width of the block on either side of Fourth street, 
at points spreading and destroying buildings on 
Third and Fifth streets, 


Three large basiness houses three stories nigh at 


the corner of Main and Fourth streets were razed 
to the ground and afterwards took fire and are still 
burning. A number of persons were burned in 
the ruins and killed or seriously injured. The last 
of the bodies taken out to-day, that of Charles 
Norman, a foreman on the Alr-Line Railroad, be- 
ing burned almost to ashes. 

A. C. Edgar, Robert Parkinson, senior, and M. 
J. Habberton,. three leading merchants, were 
seriously injured. Young Edgar was killed. 

The Methodist Church was badly damaged, the 
Presbyterian Church totally destroyed, and the 
New Light Church slightly injured. : 

The upper stories were blown off the Conrt- 
House and public school building. and the roofs 
— the Grand Central Hotel and many other build- 

ngs. 

All the trees and shrubbery on both sides of the 
strect were broken or uprooted. 

The total loss of property is estimated at $300, - 
000, No approximation to the amount of insur- 
ance could be obtained, but it is comparatively 
small. :

Sr. Lovis, June 5.—A special tothe Times from 
Mount Carmel, III., giving an account of the 
cyclone there yesterday afternoon, says: The 
direction of it was from southwest to a little north 
of east, and its line of destruction embraced all of 
Fourth street and a large part of the territory be- 
tween Third and Fifth streets. The duration of wind 
did not exceed two minutes, but the rain continued 
to fall for some time after the cyclone had passed 
on. The velocity of the wind ts estiniated at 150 
miles per hour. During its prevalence the sir was 
filled with flying roofs, windows, doors, lumber, 
rails, clothing. ete. Much of the debris was car- 
ried more than a mile away. Thirteen persons 
were killed outright, and many others will un- 
doubtedly die of injuries. There are also several 
reported miesing who are probably buried in the 
ruins. 

It being a rainy day, many farmers who could 
not work et home were in town. The County 
Court was also in session, which brought many 
people to the city. Men, women, and children 
were blown a distance of 400 feet, as if they were 
feathers. 

The best part of the townis destroyed. Some 
seventy families are houseless, and much distress 
is anticipated. 

The search for bodies still continues. Those 
known to be killed are as follows: James Good- 
rich, George Brines, William Newkirk, George 
Watkins, George Moore, Charles Norman, John 
A, Edgar, Charles L. Poole, Fred Goake, Willie 
Waller, B. F. Ballard. 

The Republican's special adds one more name to 
the killed, viz.: Dr. Labauer, and says two of the 
wounded have since died, but the names are not 
given. 

The most seriously wounded are as follows: 
Mr. Bricker, Thomas Stone, a child of Thomas 
Higbee, fatally; John Fennis, fatally; wife of 
Charles Burton, probably mortally; Mrs. Dnerer, 
fatally: M. J. Habberton and Robert Parkinson, 
both oid men, probably will not survive. The total 
number of wounded not reported, bat will 
probably reach seventy or eighty. There are 
eighty-five buildings in ruins, a number of them 
being among the largest business houses in the 
place, and contained valuable stocke of goods. 
The loss to property is variously estimated at from 
$100, 000 to $500, 000, . 

The fire was finally subdued, after six honrs’ 
steafly work by the firemen. Many were wounded, 
whose names cannot now he ascertained. 

Physicians were brought from Carmi and adjoin- 
ing towns by special trains, to assist in the care of 
the wounded. 

Mount Carmel, which was struck by a tornado 
last evening, is a thriving town of about 3. 000 in- 
habitants, on the Cairo & Vincennes Railroad. 

The tornado was the most terrible that has ever 
visited this section of the country.

CHECKS AND CHECK-BOOK.,. 
WHERE THE GRAND JURY MISSED IT. 

According to the general impression, the indict- 
ment found against Mr. Hinsdale, of the IIinsdale- 
Doyle Granite Company, and Chrietian contractor, 
is based simply upon the fact that he conspired 
with Melick, his clerk, to destroy a couple of 
letters which were in his letter-book, and to erase 
a couple accounts in his cash-book, the said items 
of account and letters being essential documents 
ina case under investigation by the Grand Jury. 
Bat there is something beyond this, and of much 
more importance than this, which goes to strengthen 
the indictment, and which really onght to be given 
to the public. 

It will be remembered that Mr. Hinsdale was 
summoned before the Grand Jury Friday morning. 
After being asked various questions concerning the 
management of his business and his relations to 
the County Board, wherein he denied that he had 
ever paid any money or other valuable con- 
sideration to any Commissioner, or to any 
person for any Commissioner, or to any person 
whatsoever for the purpose of obtainingany contract 
or work with Cook County, he returned an abso- 
lutely unqualificd negative, and further- 
more, with great vehemenee and indigna- 
tion, challenged an examination of his

CHALLENGING THE ARRAY. 
_ OBJECTIONS TO THE INDICTMENTS. 

Reference is made in another column to the fact 
that Messrs. Reed and Swett, appearing on behalf 
of Periolat and Hinsdale, and possibly of the ab- 
sent Melick, went before Juadge Booth and 
challenged the array, which is in substance an ex- 
ception to the whole panel in which the jury are 
arrayed, and it may de made upon account of par- 
tiality, some default of the Sheriff or other officer 
who arrayed the panel.

tions as provided ia Sec. 2 of this act, and as near as 
may bee 1 — number from each town or pre- 
cinct in their respective counties, to serve as Grand 
Jurora, at such term, and to cause their clerk within 
five days thereafter to ceriify the names of the jurors 
so selected, aas Grand Jururs, to the Clerk of the 
Court for which 9 are selecte Who shall 
issue and ‘deliver to the Sherif of the 
wherein the court is to be held, at 
least ten Saye before the term of the 
court for which they shall have been selected, or during 
term time if the Court sell so order a summons com- 
mandi him to suinmon the persons so selected as 
aforesaid. to appear before such court at or before the 
hour of 11 o'clock a. m. on the first day of the term. or

rect tue Sberifi to summon from the body of the county 
a sufficient number of persons having the quaiifications 
of jurors as provided by this act to fill the panel. 

Thus you see, saidthe Judge. that a way 
is provided by law in a case like this. The Judge 
should order the Sheriff to draw suitable persons 
from the body of the county. 

Ils there any other way in which a jury can be 
summoncd legally?’ 

There ie no precedent in the history of law 
where a Judge at tue close of one term ordered the 
same Grand Jury to be resummoned for the next 
term. 

Let me illustrate the abenrdity of such a 
thing, said the Judge, becoming voluble. ‘‘Sap- 
pose in the rural districte, where three months 
elapses between terms, adudze at the expiration 
of one term had the same Grand Jury summoned 
to appear at the next, three months from that day. 
There is no difference between the two cases 
legally. 

Is not this legally a different Grand Jury from 
the one of last week, although composed of the 
samc men? 

** Certainly.” 

**Can this Grand Jury take cognizance of evi- 
dence that came before the one of last week? 

**Certainly not. 

Then legal indictments cannot be found by 
continuing the investigations begun by the pre- 
vious jury? 

„The thing is an unheard-of absurdity. But 
ou must bear in mind that the jury must be chal- 
enged by some interested party before an indict- 

ment is found, The question of the legality of the 
jury cannot come up at the trial. This is the de- 
cision of the Supreme Court. 

Was the jury a legal one last week?“ 

**T should not like to say. But the law. as you 
can see by another section of the same statnte, is 
that the jury shall be chosen by the County Com- 
miasioners, and if not by them, the Judge can 
have it done bya twenty days’ notice, selecting 
from the body of the coumy. 

What will be the result of the whole matter?” 

‘*Ican'teay. This Citizens’ Association have a 
singular facuity of making a blunder of everything 
they underta ze. 

According to the Judge. however, the jury must 
be challenged before an indictment is found. 
Apparently, therefore, Mr. Reed ie a little iatc so 
far as Hinsdale is concerned. It would be gratify- 
ing to know why Mr. Periolat thinks that he is an 
interested party. It 18 possible that he is conscious 
of having done something for which he ought to

JUDGE BOOTH,

THE GRAND JURY. 
GEN. SMITH. 

The first witness before the Grand Jury was Gen. 
R. W. Smith, who was asked to tell all he knew 
about Carpenter's little book. He did so, and his 
story was the same as heretofore published in Tus 
Tamounz. Mr. Reed loaned him the book as the 
attorney of Forsyth & Co. in the suit brought ty 
the County Board to recover the value of the goods 
which the county paid for and didn't get. 
Finding the boek of no value, he took 
un back to Mr. Reed's office and put 
it in the place whence Mr. Reed hadtakenit. He 
did not see it afterwards. This place, the safe, 
was open to everybody, and if any one had 
wanted the book he could have taken it twenty 
times a day.

There are some queer things about

which are really worthy of publication. Mr. 
Leonard Swett, counselor at law, says that the 
hook is not worth a fig in a criminal proceed- 
ing,—that it would be a splendid thing in 
a civil suit brought to recover money id 
for goods not delivered, or something of that kind. 
Gen. Smith, however, is of opinion that it is an 
cellent | for a criminal suit, but worthiess in a 
civil proceeding. He looked it over on behalf of 
his client, Forsyth, and found that it didn't heip 
at all; wae of opinion that it could cut no figure 
whatever im the case. Mr. Reed and last year's 
Grand Jury thougat the book was a superb piece 
of evidence. Mr. Swett says it cannot be intro- 
duced into view of 

this conflict of testimony there 
may be a question whether the book 
is worth the hullabaloo which has been made about 
it. Str), it must have been considered of value to 
somebody, or it never would have been stolen by 
young Forsyth or Periolat, or whoever else put 
up the job. Mr. Swett's opinion ise, that if the 
man stole it for the County Commissioners he was 
a fool, and run an unnecessary risk to get a worth- 
less commodity. There isa story in circulation 
that Gen. Smith. who is attorney for Forsyth, and 
who has nothing to do with Periolat, received a 
sum of money from Periolat within a comparative- 
ly recent period. This was probably. however, 
for purely legal services, or something of that 
kind, and doubtless cuts no figure in the present 
investigation. ,

Mac ought to have proven a 
fruitful source of information, and, assisted by 
Trude, the jury ought toghave found in him more 
of interest than it is reported that it did. ‘The 
public, at least, had been prepared to expect great 
revelations when the screws were applied to him, 
for it was only a little over @ year azo that he was 
making the air thick with charges againet the Com- 
missioners, upon which he based threats to 
land several of them inthe Penitentiary. He was 
prompted at the time, however, in a measure, by 
the sting of the defeat he had received in his com- 
petition for the 1 the Court-House 
foundation, and may have It his ardor get the best 
of his tongue. Be this as it may, it was certainly 
expected of him to unfold something else than 
books with pages of unset accounts, and had 
he been in the right direction he would 
doubtless have told of what his arrangements had 
been with the Commissioners looking to getting 
the foundation contract, and why they had not 
been carried out, and why the contract was sub- 
sequentiy awarded to Harms for $12.000 more 
than he agreed to do the work for. He could also 
have told, if the question had been put, of how 
Agnew, Trude, and others had been his silent 
partners when the Board him *‘‘irre- 
sponsible,*’ and for this reason refused to give 
him the foundation contract, and also how 
he and Agnew eubsequentiy conspired to 
8 the Commissioners, and how much 

e had done toward getting them indicted. 
And when he had traverred this part of the subject 
he might have thrown some light on the mysterious 
dickering by which a few months later he was re- 
garded as entirely responsible, and awarded 
the Court-House contract now readingin his name.

What McNeil did testify to, assisted by Trude, 
was on the whole decidedly unimportant.

THE CHAKGES AGAINST HICKEY, 

already touched on by the jury, were set several 
days ago as the order for to-day, but the probabili-

DIFFICULTIES OF INSURANCE INVESTIGATION. 

The slow progress made by the Commission ap- 
pointed in January by the Connecticut Legislature 
to examine the condition of the life-insurance 
companies of Connecticut is a striking instance of 
the inherent difficulties of such an undertaking. 
The Commission has got far enough into the real- 
estate hans made by the companies to ascertain 
that it would require fifteen or twenty years for 
it to appraise them fully. The examination of 
premium notes is an affair quite impossible to 
three men. Todoitthoronghly would Hecupy a large 
force of men for many months. Then there are 
the liabilities to be examined, involving a sepa- 
rate consideration of each policy. The Commission 
foresees that another year will be necessary for 


even a partial accomplishment of its work. But 
this there is not the least likelihood the Legisla- 
ture will allow it to have, and the investigation 
will end in little or nothing useful. This could 
have been any predicted. Spasmodle investica- 
tions by Legislatares are pot the machinery for 
keeping in good running ofder so complicated an 
interest as life-insurance.| Policy-noldera, not 
politicians, are the proper investigators of insur- 
ance companies. The law should guarantee the 
richts of policy-holders and then leave them to 
their own devices.

374 pkgs butter and cheese, 
150 brie tallow. and 1, 300 bris alcohol. 

The New Orleans Price Current of last 
Saturday is wenderfully well informed in ref- 
erence to the pork market in this city. 
It \says there are hints of an attempt to 
run à corner here. It looks more as if the pork 
itself was being driven into a corner, and a very 
acute one at that. The angle is now only aboot 
thirteen degrees, and, like the obliquity of the 
ecliptic, it seems to be yet on the cecrease. 

We have it on good authority that over 100, 000 
Ibs seeds were shipped from this city by lake last 
week of which no account appe*rs in the daily 
postings. This tempts us to ask, Wherefore? 

A prominent shipper sent out a carvo of our No. 
2 corn, and had it ‘‘biown” in Buffalo at a cost 
of de per bu, only to be passed as ‘‘steamer" 
corn on its arrival in Kew York. He naturally

It is reported that several bins of corn have been 
refused by shippers during the past two or three 
days, but it is not stated whether or not the corn 
purported to be No. 2. It ie probable. however. 
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ont rather freely in proportion to the miserably 
mall receipts, and there is a fair that we 
shall have little left by the end of the current 
month if prices are not rushed up so high as to 
frighten off buyers. The receipts ws a falling 
off all round. except in hogs, which continue to 
arrive in large numbers, with little demand for 
product; thie fact has nearly demoralized the pro- 
vision trade, and they see no way out of it yet. 

The dry-goods market was destitute of new 
features, In only a few departments were there 
any signs of activity, while the general market was 
quiet even to duliness. Prices remain steady. 
There was @ moderate movement in staple and 
fancy greceries at generally well-sustained prices, 
though there was noted a somewhat easier fee ling 
in sugars, —a result of the restricted demand of the 
past few days. Coffees were firmer in eympathy 
with the Eastern market, but were without ad- 
vance. Sirups, molases, and rico were held with 
moderate firmness. Prices of canned goods and 
dried fruite remain as before, and ure fairly steady. 
Fish continue active and unchanged. 

Tue position of the butter and cheese markets 
was unimproved. Tue rapidly- increasing supply 
and the continued lack of activity in the demand 
both operate to keep prices* weak and unsettled. 
The former articie was offered at fally 1c, and the 
latter at 4c, decline from last weck. No specially 
new features were developed in connection with 
the leather, bagging, tovacco, coal, and wood 
markets. ils, paints, and colors continue in 
good request and were steadily held, excepting 
Paris green, Which shows signs of weakening. 

The lumber market was fairly active and firm, 
with an advance of We on piece stuff in cargocs. 
The offcrings were fair. The yard business was 
good and dimension stall was firm. Wool was 
quiet and unchanged. The receipts of new 
continue light and are likely to de for 
a week or more, and the trading 
now consists in filling small orders from 
manufacturers, who buy chiefly from hand to 
mouth. The broom-corn market was firm, though 
quiet. Seeds, hops, and hides were unchanged, 
The demand for poultry wae light, and all kinds 
were casy, though in limited supply. Potatoes 
were scarce and firm. Domestic green fruits were 
lower, unucr large reccipté. 

Lake freights were rather quiet, onthe unaltered 
basis of 2c for corn to Buflalo. Room was taken 
for 35.000 bu wheat, 127,000 bu corn, and 40, - 
000 ba oats.

total lake ports’ shipments. Thus the crop of 
1875, which afforded ory the largest traffic ever 
known, afforded but a light business to the vessels. 
Thie year the railroads are not 0 likely to take a 
large proportion of the grain from the fake ports, 
but this does not make the sexéon better for the 
vossels than that of 1878. because there is not 
much grain to carry. The wheat crop inthe larecst 
2 States of the Northwest was a failure 
ast ycar, and not even high prices of grain and low 
rates of transportation can cause a large traftic 
when the grain does not exist to be carried. This 
exceptional cause makes the season remarkably 
hard for the vessels, for which it ie doubtless en- 
tirely impossibie to get full employment this sea- 
soneven if they should curry for nothing. 

The Gazettethinks a limitation of the tonnage a 
‘ difficult thing to be effected, since the number of 
owners must amount to many hundreds, most of 
whom have no neceseary relations with the others; 
bat with prices as they now are there is likely tobe 
a limitation of the tonnage offering by a process of 
natural selection and survival of the fittest,” 
The smal) vessels and all that for any reason are 
more costly to run the others are likely to be tied 
up in the course of the season because of inability 
to earn enough to pay their bare expenses, leaving 
to the better claes of vessels what business there is 
and perbaps s me slight profit to apply on account 
of the capital invested.

GENERAL MEETING. 
THE TWENTY-EIGHTH ANNUAL MEETING 
of the American Medical Association began yester- 
day morning in Farwell Hall. The body of 
the hall was almost entirely taken up with the very 
numerous array of delegates, embracing many of 
the leading medical menin the country, while 
something of an audience occupied the gallery, in- 
cluding several ladies, who seemed to be interested 


ed in the proceedings. 

At 11 o'clock, Dr. J. Marion Sims stepped upon 
the platform, rapped upon the desk several times, 
and called the Association to order in a short ad- 
dress touching upon the history of the Association, 
upon the great things accomplished at its annual 
meetings, and alluding, in conclusion, to the life- 
long labors of the new President, Dr. H. I. Bow- 
ditch. In response to this pleasant introduction, 

DR. BOWDITCH 
came forward and expressed his pleasure at again 
meeting the Association, with the hope that har- 
mony would prevail in its deliberations, as it had 
done heretofore, and that the results of this meet- 
ing would be of as great value to the medical pro- 
fession as those of any annaal meeting in the past. 
Dr. Bowditch then introdaced the Rev. William 
L. Harris, D. D., LL. D., who invoked God's 
viessing upon the association and its annual meet- 


ings. 
DR. N. 8. DAVIS, 

of this city, had been appointed to deliver the 
address of welcome. He now came forward, 
in response to a word of introduction from 
Dr. Bowditch, and, on the part of the Chicago 
physicians, gave the delegates a cordial welcome 
to this city, which, althougha new city, was, he 
said, one of the most striking exemplars of the 
age. The Doctor very naturally.exalted Chicago 
and ite characteristic enterprise, and told his 
hearers what they might expect to see and enjoy 
during their brief stay. lle welcomed them as 
members of what was perhaps the oldest recog- 
nized profession in the history of man. They 
were responsible for its advances, its honor, its 
fraternity, for the ultimate usefulness of 
the whole. He was proud to welcome 
them as the representatives of a profession that 
knew no bounds on this earth. Their mission was 
to bind the wounds of friend and fab, to heal and 
not to destroy. He hoped that the Association 
would demonstrate now and for all time to the 
world and the medical profession everywhere that 
they were bound by every tie, by every nobie in- 
fluence that should carry the advancement 
of the profession ever onward and up- 
ward, and extend its influence unto the utmost 


limits of the world in alleviation of the suflerinys 
ofthe human race. He would not only welcome 
them to the hearts and the homes of the people of 
Chicago, and promise that everything would be 
done to make their stay pleusant, but he hoped 
the opportunity would come when they could 
again visit Chicago onasimilar mission. At the 
firat meeting of the Association there were just 
seventy-six voters present to represent the pro- 
fession inthis country. Of these only one was 

resent at thie annual meeting—Dr. Washington 

apley, of Philadelphia. [Applause] The others 
were gone to their long home. One had passed 
away during the year, and he hoped at the proper 
time that due honors would be paid to his hfe and 
labors. In closing Dr. Davis again assured 
his hearers of a most general and cordial welcome 
from the people of Chicago, and said he hoped 
they would carry on the work of their profession 
even more vigorously, more nobly, and more suc- 
cessfully than they had in the past, and that these 
annual greetings would continue while the country 
endured and as long as time should last. [Ap- 
plause. |

‘Dr. Bowditch then delivered 
THE PRESIDENT’S ANNUAL ADDRESS. 

He first referred to the past of the Association, 
contrasting ite first meeting—when it was a body of 
heterogeneous naturez, with nothing especially to 
unite them—with the large, harmonious mectings 
it now holds every year. Before its inauguration, 
the profession was disintegrated, and members 
knew little of one another, except those in their 
own home circle, while now the Association em- 
braced men from the most distant parts of the 
country, who were brought to face at these annual 
gatherings. At the time of the Civil War the As- 
sociation was one of the strongest ties be- 
tween the States. Dr. Bowditch looked back 
pleasantly, and almost lovingly, on the 
enthusiasm of the firet meeting, and 
contrasted its spirit with the point-of-order dis- 
cussions atthe business meetings and the wine- 
drinking at the social gatherings which had been 
rather too prominent featares of some of the Asso- 
ciation’s meetings. For this and other reasons 
there had been opposition to the Association. One 

articular reason was tbe general exvectations had 

en raised to too high a pitch for the Association 
to realize them. Besides. how coulda society, 
made up of so many different elements, coming 
together only once a year, carry on any fine scien- 
tific work? The Association should meet more 
frequently. In fact, what was needed was small 
and frequent reunions. 

The transactions of the Assuciation, moreover. 
were too bulky, 80 that they depressed rather 
than excited the enthusiasm of the readers. [Ap- 
plause. ] It must be confessed that this was in- 
deed one great reason why the reputation of the 
Association had been lowered. He made these ob- 
servations in no merely captious spirit, but be- 
cause he believed there was no better way to make 
improvements than by looking fairly at figures. 
These objections, he believed, as well as othera, 
could be removed, and new vigor be put into the 
Association. 

In the first place, there was chance for improve- 
ment in the sections. ‘There was not enough crit- 
icism of the papers read, nor was it exactly the 
right kind. e thought the Association should 

opt the plan in use at the Smithsonian Institute, 
—not to publish any@hing until after it had been 
submitted to and approved by experts, whose de- 
cisions are final. (Applause. ] The Association 
should further declare as its rule for the guidance 
of such experts that no paper should be deemed 
worthy of publication which did not give some- 
thing new to medical science, or which did not pre- 
sent such an analysis or euch a new or lucid 
arrangement of facts already wholly or in part 
known as to greatly aid the profession. [Ap- 
plause.] Dr. Bowditch hoped these recommenda- 
tions would be referred to the Judicial Council, to 
report at this meeting. To this Council he would 
leo have referred the question of the propriety of 
having a standing committee of one to procure 
scientific poner for the annual meeting from the 
best men in the country. 

Dr. Bowditch spoke in terms of warm praise of 
the public entertainment at the Louisville meeting, 
which was conducted on temperance principles. 
The simple fact of a temperance entertainment in 
Kentucky was in itself an evidence of the 
triumph of true temperance principles. { Laughter. } 
This association, to its praise be it said, had also 
extended an invitation to women to meet with it. 
[Applanse.} He thought the Association should

Belief in communications from the un- 
seen world, whether from friends of the dead or 
other ghostly meesengers, is not in iteelf an insane 
he belief that so-called mediums can 
communicate with the dead has no foundation, as 
no evidence has yet been presented of the truth of 
such communications having been made. They all 
stand simply on the assertion of the so-called me- 
diums. The implication of fraud must stand 
against all such professed communications, as the 
dead party cannot be reached except through the 
consent or power of the so-called medium, and 
aß the living party to whom the communication is 
made has no power himeelf of communicating 
with the spirit. The whole 1s received simply 
through the medium. Such communications of 
third parties cannot be received in courts of law, 
asx they are excluded by the rule of rejecting con- 
versations not held in the presence of both parties. 
if Spiritualism is espoused as the result of disease 
of the brain, being before repugnant to the belief 
and mental operations of the individual, then it is 
an insane delusion. Spiritualism, or its so-called 
communications, must be received simply under 
euch ruling of the courts as undue influence, or as 
fraudulent, or conspiring influences in the case of 
wills or contracts; and wills and contracts made 
under such spiritus directions and influences 
through mediums should be void. 

The most serious question would arise where a 
person should attempt to commit homicide under 
the direction of the so-called spirits. The presence 
of a medium in such a case would s fraud 
and ee If the individual was a Spiritua!- 
ist through life and before the crime was commit- 
ted, no insane delusion can be claimed unless it 
can be found inthe existence of brain disease. 
He would have to stand, in that case, u the 
same platform as ordinary criminals. Spiritualism 
can only be considered as an occasional del 
in cases of insanity, and not as a cause or form o 
true alienation. It stands on the same footing
